Bond Forfeiture Reduced in Order 
to Save Negro Henchman From 
Faying $2,000 Judgment. 



Louisville, Ky.. April 17.— It was 
discovered yesterday that Gov. 
Beckham has reduced to $50 the 
bond forfeitures in the cases Ed 
ward Palmer, known as "Michigan 
Kid," and Fred Smith, wbo wi 
arrested on December 18 last, tried 
in the police court, placed under 
bond of $1,(»0() each, and later dis- 
appeared from the city without an- 
swering in court. Their bond was 
furnished by B.J. Bonner, a color- 
ed attorney, at 414 Green street. A 
judgment ot $2,000 was rendered 
against him by Judge McCann. 

Palmer and Smith are said by 
the police to be notorious crooks. 
Their capture was considered very 
timely, as preventing numerous 
robberies in this city. Bonner, 
who is sai.! to conduct a bond syn- 
dicate, went on the men's bond. 
There was practically no defense, 
and the judgment for the full 
amount was quickly rendered 
against him. 

Although the action of the gover- 
nor, in remitting the forfeiture took 
place on April 10, it was kept so 
quiet that it only came to the light 
yesterday. Mr, Henry Schweiters, 
deputy clerk ot the police court, 
who keeps the official records, was 
seen by a reporter and asked in 
regard to the report that the for- 
feitures had been reduced. 

Clerk Alf Oldbam was seen. He 
showed the official order whereby 
the forfeiture was reduced to $50. 
He said that the governor had not

THEIR ORANGE A LEMON. 

An Experience of Department of Ag 
riculture Scientists. 

In an effort to secure a hardy or- 
ange, one impervious, to fro«t, the 

scientist of the department of ag 
riculutre labored for y curs and lievi 
produced— a lemon. The orange 
growers of Florida complained la th< 
department that the orange grow ing 
industry was unprofitable because of 
the destruction of fruit by frost. 

"We'll produce an orange that will 
grow with icicles hanging to 
trees," declared the scientists of the 
department. They went to work to 
secure a frost-resisting plant which 
could be grown as far north as South 
Carolina, the fruit of which could be 
used in the manufacture of marma- 
lade. 

Plant breeding was begun and hy- 
brids obtained which would grow al- 
most, at the north pole. Money was 
appropriated by congress for the car 
rying on of this work despite the pro- 
test* of the orange growers of Califor- 
nia, who insisted that they had more 
oranges than they could sell and that 
If the Florida crops were bad they 
would get more for their product. 
The advocates of the Florida orange 
triumphed, 'flir-y told the commit- 
tee on agriculture of the house that 
they did not want to abandon th 
Mtineu simply because the orange 
growers nf California had more 
anges than ihcy wanted. They told 
of the ai cidente of the business, how 
they had to build bonfires to keep off 
the frost, cover their plants, spray 
water and do other things. The 
hearts nf the committeemen were 
touched fur about $10,000. The 
••titti *r rc much impressed with 
even this appropriation and declared 
that unh r rroet-resitttag orange 
could be produced the principal in- 
dustry of Florida would disappear. 
The scientists worked and worked for 
low years. Finally they reported 
progrc-3 and when they a^ked for an 
additional appropriation to continue 
the work, the committee asked: 

"What is the quality of this frost- 
resis t i n g orange you have prod uced ?' 

"Well, it is not exactly an orange,"" 
replied the scientists. "It is nearer 
a lemon."

WHAT JUDOE PRYOR SAID. 

"We would like to have had the 
court pass on the question of eli- 
gibility, but in case of a contest 
that will go before the legislature 
The legislature will certainly be 
Democratic and of course would 
decide for Beckham," said Judg< 
Pryor, after the recent decision of 
the court of appeals. Judge Mc- 
Qaown, of Bowling Green, said: "I 
would have much preferred to have 
had the court pass upon the eli- 
gibility of Gov. Beckham." The 
above statements were made by 
Beckham's attorney and are quot- 
ed here to show that the court re- 
fused to pass on the question of 
Beckham's eligibility, do matter 
what some papers are saying to 
the contrary. The above state- 
ments of learned attorneys have 
been published heretofore in tnese 
columns and are repeated now to 
give emphasis to the situation. 
Attention is also called to what 
the court said at at that time about 
the primary being held under the 
law. We deem it useless to say 
more at this time ol the court's op- 
pinion in the case, as the entire 
opinion has already beeD publish' 
el in these columns. We will 
however, call the attention of oui 
readers to what Judge Pryor, one 
of Beckham's lawyers, has to say 
about the court's decision. It will 
be remembered that Pryor was one 
ot the three Election Commission- 
ers in 1899, whose duty it was to 
canvass the vote after the election 
and give certificates to successful 
candidates. Wm. Goebel headed 
the Democratic ticket that year 
and had made the most bnllian 
campaign in the history of th< 
state, against the greatest odds. 
Bradley, who was the gov 
of the state, bad gone to Loui 
on the day of the election, called 
out the militia and in person di- 
rected their movements. The sole 
purpose in doing so, was to intim- 
idate, and keep from the polls, 
Democratic voters. The plan suc- 
ceeded, many Democrats thereby 
being deprived of their votes. 1 
going to Louisville with the militii 
Governor Bradley clearly violated 
the law, for this reason the vote 
the city ot Louisville was finally 
thrown out. During the count of 
the vote, after the polls were 
in many of the precincts, 
claiming to be inspectors forced 
their way into the voting piaces and 
took charge of the count, 
count of these irregularities, some 
of the election officers refused to 
sign the returns until compelled t< 
do so by an order from Judg<

When Messrs. Pryor 
Kllis and Poyntz, the three elec 
tion commissioners, met in Frank 
and award 
they were 

urged to give the certificates o 
election to the Democrats, for th« 
reasons abo\e set forth. All thre< 
members agreed that the Demo- 
crats were entitled to the offices, 
but Pryor and Ellis contended that 
the law only iirade tbem a canvass- 
ing board. The Democratic candi- 
dates believing they were entitled 
to the offices, employed Judge 
Hargis, one of the ablest lawyers 
in the state and an ex-judge of the 
court of appeals, to present their 
view of the matter to the commis- 
sion.

This view was not shared in by the 
Democratic contestants and they 
urged J udge Pryor not to give a 
certificate at all, but to let Cover 
nor Bradley serve until the com- 
mission could bear the contest.

BOXES OF BONES. 



Search For Skeletons Continued 
and Many Found. 



Work in Christian County Com 
pleted and Shipment of "Find" 
Made Last Saturday. 



Archaeologist Morebead, of the 
Phillips Academy at Andover, 
Hau., continued his search for 
skeletons and other relics on the 
farm of Mr. James Willis eight 
miles east of the city, spending all 
last week in the county. He was 
assisted by Mr. Cbas. Anderson, of 
this city. About half a dozen col- 
ored men were employed in doing 
the excavating. About 30 more 
skeletons were found, making 50 in 
all. The skulls and leg and arm 
bones were in a good state of pre- 
servation. 

Two complete skeletons were un- 
earthed. All of the bones were 
found in graves about two feet 
deep, surrounded by stone. About 
100 graves were opened, but the 
skeletons in many of them were so 
badly decayed that they could not 
; removed. 

Many relics were tound, among 
the number being buttons made of 
cannel coal, and a lot of tomahawks,
